At the ^ 
sasie tine, Bailee, toward the end of February, notUig t^t lOSHIDA had little en^- 
thualaaa for reamaaent, began easting armmd for a suCoeesor to the latter, A 
certain En^ishnan arranged a meeting betveen HATOIAMA exid Dulles throned Aabaesador 
William J.„ Sebeld, end it vas in genral decided that HATOIAMA should be TOSHIBA'S 
.euooeseor.
